All night hundreds of men stood 


shot with terrific force through the 
mines. At the entrance to mine No. A, 
a concrete .power house was complete¬ 
ly demolished. A piece of concrete 
weighing fully one thousand pounds 
was blown clear across the West Fork 
river, landing on the side'of a hill. In 
a radius of a half mile, not another 
piece of concrete can be found. Great 
holes were torn In the hill, on either 
side of the entrance of No. 8. Mine 
cars were crushed as though made of 
paper, and the huge steel tipple was 
blown apart. On all sides electric light 
wires were thrown to the ground, and 
many persons narrowly escaped death 
from these In the rush from the mine 
following the explosion.

Portland, Dec. 7.—That horrible con¬ 
dition* prevail In the Peon colony of a 
thousand Ignorant foreigners on Avery 
Island, La., are charged by Stephen 
Joxca. special commissioner of the 
Austro-Hungary government. The 
Peons are practically all Austrians. 
His charges skeletonised are as fol¬ 
lows: 

Laborers, men and women, are 
threatened with drowning or shooting 
if they attempt to leave the McUhenny 
preserves. One laborer was told he 
would be thrown under the train and 
ground to pieces If he tried to elude the 
guards. 

A regular police system is established 
on Avery Island with a completely 
equipped Jail for imprisoning dissatis¬ 
fied laborers. A promise of <1.76 a day 
was made by agents, who toured the 
l factory districts of the north and east, 
"but the payment of only 25 cents a 
day by piece system In shucking oysters 
Is made. Payment is made in cheques, 
good only at Mcllhenny's commissariat 

"Conditions are horrible in the ex¬ 
treme." said Mr. Jozca. "The poor emi¬ 
grants are neither clothed, housed nor 
fed properly, and the most necessary 
comforts of IfTe are denied them. Es¬ 
cape is impossible. Armed guards 
keep watch night and day. and at the 
first moan of complaint the dissatisfied 
immigrant Is found out and punished." 

The McUhenny Canning Company-^ 
capitalized at 4 trillion dollars and W 
composed of prominent men.

Situation. 


San Francisco, Dec. 6.—Bojdlers of 
the 22nd United States Infantry from 
Angel Island and the Presidio, about 
250 In number, left to-day for Gold¬ 
field. General Funston will remain 
here unless the situation at Goldfield 
becomes so serious that more troops 
will have to be sent. The troops should 
reach Goldfield early to-morrow. It Is 
reported that a machine gun la part 
of the equipment. 

Miners Disconcerted. 

Gdldfield. Nev., Dec. 8.—Despite the 
supposed excitement among the miners 
over the ordering-of troops here, they 
are keeping the peace In every way. 
They seem to be disconcerted and daz¬ 
zled by the rapidity with which the 
operators are moving, and appear to 
be totally unprepared for the latest 
coup. Citizens and miners inay make 
some demonstration. Inflamed by the 
sending of the troops, and are using 
every precaution that they may be 
prepared should trouble begin. Mem¬ 
bers of the miners' union In large 
numbers surround the union headquar¬ 
ters, and meetings are held at frequent 
Intervals, but are always guarded. 

Alarming Outlook. 

Washington. Dec.’ 8.—A situation of 
Immediate danger exists at Goldfield, 
Nevada. This Is revealed In corres¬ 
pondence between Governor Sparks, of 
the state, and the president. Just 
made public. The governor's appeal 
to the president, after detailing what 


Montreal, Dec. 8.—A special London 
cable says: Lord Stratheona and Mr. 
SIfton both say they are acting on the 
assumption that the Imperial govern¬ 
ment is committed to a substantial 
subsidy- to the All-Red project. The 
question remaining to be settled with 
the British ministers are questions of 
detail. These include the amount and 
character of the subsidy, and the ques¬ 
tion whether the British subsidy to the 
over-seas mall is to be brought into 
the scheme. 

Another most Important question still 
open is how Tar Australia and New 
Zealund are prepared to go In support 
of the scheme. Australia Is appaenlly 
the least enthusiastic, she being now 
committed to the expense of a renewal 
steamship contract with the Orient via 
tho Suez canal. New Zealand talks 
co-operatively, but somewhat indefin¬ 
itely, while the British government re¬ 
gard proportionate subsidies from both 
colonies as essential. 

The ministerial press here continues 
about divided in respect to British sub¬ 
sidies. The . Morning Leader says a 
free trado government has other and 
better uses for Its money at home. The 
Manchester Guardian says: "Mr. Slf- 
ton speaks of ships considerably larger 
thari the Lusitania, which would de¬ 
velop the same speed, and yet carry 
heavy armaments and be designed In 
case of need as good troopships. The 
man who can produce these ships will 
certainly be snapped up by the admir¬ 
alty. Mr. Sifton is far too optimistic."

who will be a candidate In ward 5 at 
the forthcoming municipal election, 
that gentleman briefly enunciated the 
platform on which he will ask the suf¬ 
frages of the electors. Mr. Blygh Is 
strongly of the opinion that the board 
of aldermen should In future adopt a 
broad comprehensive policy, which 
should cover matters that are for the 
genera] good of the city, and give their 
whole time and attention until the 
much needed Improvements are carried 
out. “Constructive legislation should 
be the aim of the aldermanlc board,*’ 
said Mr. Blygh. “rather than a 
captious, criticising policy.”’ 

As illustrating this policy, Mr. Blygh 
pointed out that the question of an 
adequate water supply, the Improved 
lighting of the streets, the betterment 
of the condition of the business streets, 
the removal of grass from the sides of 
the streets, the proper disposal of rub¬ 
bish and refuse, and the general beau¬ 
tifying of Victoria could all be accom¬ 
plished in the year 1908 If the board of 
aldermen would approach these ques¬ 
tions In a business-like manner and 
with & determination to see that these 
Improvements were carried out. 

Mr. Blygh objects to the method 
lately adopted in Increasing assess¬ 
ment on property, contending that the 
small home-owner’s assessment has 
been Increased while the assessment 
has not been proportionately Increased 
on a large section of business property, 
“Although," said Mr.-Blygh, “the reve¬ 
nue of the city has Increased greatly 
within the past two years, there is 
nothing to show where the money has 
been spent, except that it is palpable 
that a large drain has been made on 
the city's exchequer by fruitless law 
suits.” 

The candidate also stated that In the 
past there had been too much 
wrangling on the aldermanlc board 
over trifling matters while large Issues 
of vital Importance had either been 
overlooked or given Improper atten¬ 
tion. “Supposing,” said Mr. Blygh. 
"that the whole of Victoria was owned 
by a company having a board of direc¬ 
tors. At meetings of the board the 
chairman would state that there were 
certain matters which needed prompt 
attention and that certain improve¬ 
ments had to be made and that the, 
members of the board should give their 
whole time until these matters were 
carried out.

He^has urged upon the provincial 
government the wisdom of stock¬ 
ing the group with deer which could 
easly be captured and rounded up on 
the opposite mainland during the win¬ 
ter months when the animals descend 
from the mountains to seek food.

"If a couple of loads of hay were 
placed on the beach there would not 
be any difficulty In rounding up scores 
of deer, as they are hungry and tame. 

Panther Steals a Dog. 

A hungry panther devoured a dog at 
Sproat lake last week and escaped to 
the woods uninjured. 

The panther was sneaking around F. 
Muller’s pig pen with his eyes set on a 
fat porker when he was noticed by the 
small dog that Is part of the pet stock 
on the farm. The dog seemed to 
understand that the panther was bent 
on mischief, and did his best by bark¬ 
ing and growling to frighten the 
beast away. 

Mr. Muller heard the noise and went 
to Investigate. He saw the dog facing 
the panther and showing fight, while 
the large catlike beast simply lashed 
his tail, licked his chops and waited for 
an opportunity to spring. 

Mr. Muller returned to the house to 
get his gun. As soon as he had turned 
his back he heard a yelp from the'dog, 
and looking around saw the panther 
bound off Into the woods with the 
dog In his mouth.

Jim Holt is now lying In bed suffering 
from wounds Inflicted by a grltxly, and 
It was only the help of his faithful 
dogs that saved his life. Six of the 
brutes made a visit to the Holt ranch 
and were disporting themselves In the 
clearing in front of the house. They 
were apparently two families consisting 
of two she's each with two cubs. Holt 
rather foolishly thought he could bag 
one of them, but all he did was to 
wound one of the old ones, which Im¬ 
mediately went for him, biting his leg 
and scratching and biting him up pret¬ 
ty badly. The dogs then took a turn at 
worrying the bear, so that she let go 
her victim, and Holt then had an oppor¬ 
tunity to get his gun and shoot the 
futlous creature. The wounds were 
found to be rather severe and the man 
has been In bed ever since although he 
Is doing well. 

This fall Pete Kenyon killed four 
grizzlies with four consecutive shots, 
two old ones and two cubs. Kenyon Is 
a mighty hunter and makes his living 
as guide and packer. It is quite a com¬ 
mon thing to meet grizzlies on the 
road.. One man, who was passing along 
a( night with a lantern, suddenly found 
himself face to face with an Immense 
fallow. For some seconds he stood and 
they took a good look at each other. 
Then with a snort the bear dropped on 
ali fours and lurched off. Such escap¬ 
ades as these have made the settlers 
afraid to venture out at night during 
the autumn for fear of meeting the big 
creatures. 

Last spring Mr. Paget killed five 
grizzlies in the Bella Cooja valley at 
the time when the pelts Were at their 
bcKt. . 

Wolves and lynx are also very plenti¬ 
ful In the district, especially during the 
Winter, when they come down to the 
settlements. Mr. Jacobson tells of kill¬ 
ing a lynx In the front of his house 
quite recently. 

Fine Trout. 

Little by little Mr. Jacobson was In¬ 
duced to tell of the wonders of the 
Bella Coola valley. It seems that trout 
are very numerous, both in the Bella 
Coola river and In the numerous side 
streams which flow Into It. A short 
time ago a lad caught 37 fine trout In 
the big stream In less than fifteen 
minutes. These would average from 
twelve to fifteen inches in length. They 
come down In the autumn to feed on 
the salmon spawn, and at that time 
may be caught easily If the right kind 
of bait Is used.

of our own we should be additionally 
foolish to expect. 

To not & few the early conclusion of 
the agreement came as & surprise, 
especially when It was remembered 
that Mr. Balfour, when in office, admit¬ 
ted that his governmen' had essayed it 
In vain. In plain terms, a convention 
was found to be incompatible with a 
firm and reasonable assertion of British 
rights, and its recent consummation has 
been pnrehased only by a wholesale 
abandonment of long-established Brit¬ 
ish trading and commercial Interests. 

When I was in Persia twelve months 
back the main anxiety of British mer* 
chants touching any agreement with 
Russia was the preservation under 
British Influence of the two old British 
trade routes, the one running from 
Baghdad via Khnniskin lo Khirman- 
ahah in Persia, the other from the Ka- 
run river to Ispahan across the Bakh- 
tiari mountains. Baghdad is the ter¬ 
minus of our water carriage both from 
England and India, and the Kasr-I- 
Shirin road is the main route of entry 
for British and Indian goods into Per¬ 
sia; while Ispahan is the great southern 
distributing centre. 

Now, upon these old-established Brit- 
Ish trade routes the careful mainten¬ 
ance of British Influence was worth any 
number of conventions, and according¬ 
ly the Asiatic Association duly memor- 
allzed the government on the subject, 
impressing uppn our Foreign Office the 
vital Importance of securing the present 
and future development of British com¬ 
mercial Interests in these directions by 
their Inclusion within the British i 
sphere. Consequently, although our 


j fluence and enterprise in the entire 
hinterland of the Gulf. 

But even in this hinterland, where our 
predominance is a vital axiom of our 
Asian policy, we have yielded her ad¬ 
vantages which we are rigidly denied 
in the extended Russian sphere. For 
while we have artlessly engaged not to 
seek in the latter any concession what¬ 
ever, we have at the same time engaged 
not to oppose without arrangement with 
Russia the grant of concessions to Rus¬ 
sian subjects in so vitally Important a 
region as the Gulf hinterland. This 
being interpreted simply means that 
Russia may now run a railway to Bu- 
shlre und establish herself on the Gulf 
—unless we resist her—as soon as she 
pleases, and that our ancient predom¬ 
inance on this important waterway has 
been practically surrendered. 

Let us look now in the direction where 
long-established British interests come 
into the map under the names of Ispa¬ 
han, Yexd. the Karun, and Kerman- 
shah. Not only will Russia be able to 
take up any concession she chooses on 
the Karun river, where the trade is now 
held entirely by British steamers, but 
British commerce at each of these oth¬ 
er important centres is placed entirely 
•under the power of Russia. Further, 
by binding ourselves to seek for no con¬ 
cessions for rallw’&ys, telegraphs, trans¬ 
port, or any other means of developing 
our interests, we have condemned our¬ 
selves to future inactivity on these pe¬ 
culiarly British trade routes, and every 
real and practical means for the de¬ 
velopment of our trade there is at an 
end. To prate of equal opportunity Is 
as futile as to expect a hungry lion to 
refrain from devouring the prey upon 
which he has fastened. Lastly, but by 
no tneans’of least moment, all chance 
of running the anticipated British rail¬ 
way from India along the Yezd-Ispa- 
hand line is finally extinguished. 

To sum up, -with these old British 
trade routes, comprising the only com¬ 
mercial centres of' any value In South¬ 
ern Persia, placed in the hands of Rus¬ 
sia, our existing trade with Persia has 
been wantonly exposed to a process of 
gradual extinction, and its potential 
extension destroyed. We stand In the j 
position of a man who is suddenly de¬ 
nied the run of the house and Is permit¬ 
ted to go no further than the entrance 
hall except on sufferance and under 
surveillance. And all that Russia di¬ 
plomacy has permitted us to secure In 
exchange for our great act of renuncia¬ 
tion is a little sjihere In the southeast 
including Kohistan, a waterless and de¬ 
populated waste, Setstan, and a part of 
I^ain. But lhasmdeh as the recent ex- i 
pedltlon of Sir Arthur McMahon to ! 
Seistan conclusively ascertained the 1m- j 
possibility of moving civilised forces 
across these arid wastes, India gains 
uathing strategically for her heavy 
d^gnmerclal sacrifices. 

The extent to which Indian trade has l 
suffered In tha* north from Russia hUh- 
erio Is a fair- IfcdfrkUfln of *bat is soon 
likely to nappen on the surrendered 
trade routes to the south. At the very 
ifcast. and in the nature of things, we 
dknnot expect that Russia will neglect 
to favor her own trade before oura 
which rise flnds existing'til the - sphcVo 
she has gained.

The relations existing between the 
policy of a State and those of Its rivals 
have been aptly compared by a distin¬ 
guished foreign statesman with the dls- 
1 placement of a ship In the water, the 
presence of the ocean around It repre¬ 
senting, In the simile, the competing 
policies with which it is in continuous 
.and close contact. If the ship is taut 
and her timbers well caulked, she Is 
measurably safe; should, however, there 
be the smallest flshure in her hull, it

Bearing this In mind as we make a 
closer and more discriminating exam¬ 
ination of the rearrangement of British 
interests in Persia—now that the In¬

Great Britain under the terms of the 
lately-concluded convention.

Yead. Thus, not content with surren¬ 
dering North Persia, we yield up all 
that Is valuable In Southern Persa as

A plague of homed owls Is what 
Vancouver Island is suffering from 
Just now according to advlcas received 
from people living In the suburbs and 
the surrounding country. Thoy are 
very bold, killing hens, pheasants and 
anything and everything that they 
come across. 

O. A. Knight of the Mount Tolmle 
Nursery, tells of twenty-four being 
shot In his district besides numbers 
that were killed and not accounted 
for. He says that one man has lost 
thirty hens, taken by these marauders. 
He sleeps with his clothes on, and, as 
soon as he hears any disturbance in 
the trees where the fowls roost, he 
rushes out and tries to kill the thief. 

A hunter In the district between 
Mount Tolmle and Mount Douglas 
found the remains Qf. nine pheasants, 
and one owl woh shot with a rock 
pheasant in his claws, undoubted evi¬ 
dence that the long-cared fellows do 
actually kill the birds. 

The Wretches are also cannibals. Mr. 
Knight shot a big fellow that was 
flying off with a smaller brother, the 
victim being warm, apparently Just 
killed. Mr. Knight's son was at¬ 
tracted by erews flying around a fir 
tree a few days ago and on investigat¬ 
ing he found that they were daring a 
big owl. He brought his gun at once 
and shot the owl. WheTi' the bird fell 
he found that it had part of a ply- 
mouth rock hen In Its claws, evidence 
sufficient to convict In any court pf the 
Empire. 

Mr. Knight says the birds were plen¬ 
tiful last winter and about ten or 
twelve years ago they were as numer¬ 
ous as they are to-day. It Is reported 
that they sometimes carry off spring 
lambs on some of the Islands, and In 
Europe they kill, hares and young 
fawns.

Coxswain, Capt. H. C. Gillen; engineer, 
Sidney Saunders; seamen, D. Munro, 
H. K. Taylor. E. B. Holman, George 
Bates and H. Allen.

“GIVEN UP FOR LOST.” 

Details have reached Plymouth from 
Guayaquil. Ecuador, by the White Star 
liner Teutonic to the effect ^hnt the 
captain and nine of the crew of the 
Norwegian barque Alexandra, who lorg 
ago had been given up for lost, were 
brought In there recently by a vessel 
sent out to search for them. 

The Alexandra left Australia on No¬ 
vember 26tn of last year with a cargo 
of coal for Panama. By the end of 
February she was off the Galapagos 
Islands, and there she was becalmed 
and unable to work her way to any 
port for fully three months. Finally 
lack of food and water compelled the 
captain to abandon the barque. The 
crew left in two boats. One reached 
Alhermarle Island after eleven days of 
rowing. Nothing was heard of the oth¬ 
er boat with the captain In command. 

The captain relates that after his 
boat left the barque the men rowed for 
Albemarle, but the currents swept them 
to one side, and after many days of la¬ 
bor at the oars they managed to make 
Indefatigable Island, of the Galapagos 
group. Here Jeffs was abandoned, at 
b*f* own request, as he was ill. Stores 
were left with him. The other men 
made their way Inland, where they 
lived for five months under great hard¬ 
ships. When found by the crew of the 
rescuing vessel they were all v^ry 
weak.

Where an entry is summarily cancelled, 
or voluntarily abandoned, subsequent to 
institution of cancellation proceedings, 
the applicant for inspection will be en¬ 
titled to prior right of entry. 

Applicants for Inspection must state In 
what particulars the homesteader Is In 
default, and If subsequently the state¬ 
ment Is found to be incorrect in material 
particulars, the applicant will lose any 
prior right of re-entry, should the land 
become vacant, or If entry has been 
granted it may be summarily cancelled. 

DUTIES.—A settler Is required, to per¬ 
form the conditions under one of the fol¬ 
lowing plans:— 

(1) At least six months' residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each year 
during the term of three years. 

. w If the father (or mother, If the 
father is deceased) of a homesteader re¬ 
sides upon a farm In the vicinity of the 
land entered for by such homesteader the 
requirement as to residence may be satis* 
fled by such person residing with the 
father or mother. 

(3) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned by 
him In the vicinity of his homestead, the 
requirement may be satisfied by residence* 
upon such land. 

Before making application for patent 
the settler must give six months' notice 
In writing to the Commissioner of Domin¬ 
ion Lands at Ottawa, of his intention to 
do so.

“THB WORK THAT AID* HCONOMIST*" 


New York, Dec. 6.—Grover Cleveland 
presided at the annual meeting of the 
association of life Insurance preeidents 
which .was held at the hotel Belmont 
to-day. The presidents of twenty-flve 
insurance companies who are not mem¬ 
bers of the association were present 
to-day when the Informal session was 
called to order at 11 o’clock, and It was 
said that all of them would be ad¬ 
mitted to membership In the organiza¬ 
tion. Several commissioners of insur¬ 
ance from various states attended the 
meeting. Including Commissioner Kel¬ 
sey. of New York. 

More intimate relationship between 
insure- companies and their policy 
holders was advocated by Grover 
Cleveland in hla address. 

“With fairneas and liberality on the 
part of the companies,” said Mr. Cleve¬ 
land. “and an exact understanding of 
who* the policies mean on the part 
of the assured, they ought to be 
friends, with a mutual Interest In 
everything that affects the rights and 
treatment of the companies. 1 ’ 

“The mass of the common people of 
the land.” Mr. Cleveland said, “re¬ 
gards life insurance as a strong de¬ 
fender against the havoc of death and 
a compassionate benefit against the 
deprivations of pitiless want. These 
are the relstitmshlps In which your 
companies stand to your fellow coun¬ 
trymen,” he continued, "and these re¬ 
lationships. closely Interwoven, con- I 
stitute a powerful cable, binding life 
Insurance to the Immovable rock of 
popular confidence. You who manage 
life Insurance companies, cannot af¬ 
ford to risk weakness In a single one 
of its threads. The disintegration 
through breach of good faith, through 
broken promises or through delusive 
statements means a loss of strength 
w'hlch actuarial mystery or manager¬ 
ial calculations cannot repair." 

Mr. Cleveland said the companies al¬ 
ready have done much to repair the 
damages disclosed by the Insurance in¬ 
vestigation. “They have purged them- 
selves of those directly responsible for 
wrongdoing and adopted method.* for 
the transaction of their business wh>h 
In most important ways enforce fidel¬ 
ity and guarantee efficiency. Vigor and 
Industry have been instigated, and 
study of. the conditions that stand for 
good management Is more than ever 
essential.” 

That some of the sections of the re¬ 
cently enacted insurance laws of this 
city should be repealed and others 
amended was the opinion expressed 
by Darwin P. Kingsley, president of 
the New York Life Insurance Com¬ 
pany. In his address. Mr. Kinsley 
said he would not ask to have repealed 
any of the laws which make the com- 
panles sound and honest and demand 
the fullest and most exacting pub¬ 
licity. In many cases, however, he be¬ 
lieved certain portions of the new laws 
to be bad. The provision of the law 
applying to the limitation of new busi¬ 
ness, he said, was an Incorrect con¬ 
clusion based on false philosophy. He 


believed the commission which framed 
the measure could have first recom¬ 
mended action which would certainly 
have purged the companies of errors, 
ended extravagance, insured a high 
standard of trusteeship from directors 
and then placed the directors in the 
centre of a blazo of publicity. 

Mr. Kingsley was not oppose^ to 
limitation on what may be^jlpent In 
the procurement of new business^- 
he was opposed to a law which,‘'while 
professing to limit exfteqses'dlmits 
methods. qxJ' 

President Geo. E. Ide, & tlje Hqme 
Life Insurance Company,-^jSeclared 
that as a result of the m&nylaws re¬ 
cently enacted, life Insurance to-day 
Is like an automatic slot machine, re¬ 
quiring no management and no brains, 
and the policy-holders themselves are 
the principal sufferers. Mr. Ide's se¬ 
verest criticisms wore directed against 
that section of the New York insurance 
law which provides that dividends 
rnall be distributed annually. He said 
the so-called dividend was In reality 
not a dividend at all, but simply a re¬ 
turn to the policy-holder of that por- 
** on ©f his premium found to be an 
Y-xcess over the amount * required to 
J*>«et all expenses. This expense. Mr. 
Ide said, varies in, amount at times, 
under the deferred dividend plan it 
had been possible to set aside a por¬ 
tion of the surplus of prosperous 
3 ears to provide for “lean” years to 
come. Under the new law the pro¬ 
portion of the surplus accruing upon 
PO " Cy must 1,6 ascertained anl 
distributed annually. 

Mr. Ids advocated the immediate re¬ 
peal of the law. Referring 10 the varv- 
ng rates of taxation of Insurance com¬ 
panies In different states, no suggc.it- 
ed a proposition whereby the policy-
